E LOWELL THOMAS COLOR FILM ON TIBET SHOWN TO SELL-OUT CROWD; OPC FUND NETS $1,300 


The OPC Correspondents Fund netted $1300, after taxes, from the world premiere of the 
LOWELL THOMAS color film on Tibet, "Out of This World", shown April 14 at the Guild 
Theater. 

VIRGINIA PREWETT MIZELL, chairman of the event, reported a capacity audience on hand 
and the sale by OPC of 495 tickets. The committee was forced to turn away some 250 late 
comers seeking seats. Filmed by Past President LOWELL THOMAS and son, Lowell Thomas, Jr., 
"Out of This World" was the first color motion picture on the court of the God-King of 
Forbidden Tibet and the sacred city of Lhasa. Viewers last Wednesday night were highly 
enthusiastic in their praise of both the photographic excellence and the significance of 
the film. 

Preceding the film, a group of OPC'ers turned Thespian for the evening--JOHN DALY, 
TEX McCRARY, BEN GRAUER and H.V. KALTENBORN--arrayed themselves in Tibetan costumes and 
produced a skit designed to portray in a colorful, humorous way some of the little-known 
facts about that mysterious land. 

OPC President J. CLIFFORD STARK was MC for the affair and introduced several dis- 
tinguished guests from overseas including Sir Denys Lawson, formerly Lord Mayor of London; 
General Revel-Smith of the British Army; Mrs. Augustine Edwards, wife of a leading pub- 
lisher in Chile; and two Tibetans--Miss Tenki Tenderfla and her cousin, Philip. Miss 
Tenderfla is the first Tibetan to study in this country. Other guests included Brigadier 
General Hugh Cox; Bernard A. Grossman (president of the Federal Bar Ass'n); former Assist- 
ant Secretary of State Adolf A. Berle; Judge David A. Peck who presides over the Appelate 
Division of the New York Supreme Court; Huntingdon Hartford; Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt, 
RAYMOND SWING, and several members of the Explorers Club and the Society of Women
